Nobody 
ever expects Greeks to pay anything they 
can help, but in this case bruins are r.s good 
as honesty, and repudiation involves as much 
loss of money as morals. 

Imagine the Common Council scttinp an 
example to all the municipalities in Eng- 
land 1 They have done it, however, having 
voted £20,000 for the erection of buddings in 
Victoria S'roet for the laboring poqr. The 
houses are to bo bnilt ou .Mr. VVatcrlnVs 
plan, and, thcrefore.remnneratiye to the city; 
and if the scheme succeeds; tho vote may bo 
renewed and extended till a perceptible ad- 
dition has been inado to the comfort of 
working men. Tho vote is the most credit- 
able one passed in the city for years, and if 
tho corporation will only tread that path 
b Idly, they will soon ho beyond the reach ol 
any Home Secretary wliatevi r. 

The Queen, upon heaving of the retirement 
of Mr. Charles A. Saundors from the offices 
which he has so long filled on tho Great 
Western RaUway,has marked her satisfaction 
with his arrangements lor tho comfort and 
convenience of the Koynl family, both in his 
capacity of secretary and of general superb] 
tenden', by tbo presentation of a handsome' 
testimonial, inscribed '! Pram tho Queen." — 
This royal gift, consisting of an eporgue ol 
silver, bearing an appropriate inscription.was 
accompanied by a letter from Sir Charles B. 
Pbipps, expressing, by Her Majesty's com- 
mand, entire approval of the company's ar- 
rangements for tier comfort, and her gracious 
regret for tho loss of Mr. Saunders' services. 

In France commerce is increasing consid- 
erably. The exports from the tiist January 
to the first October equal tho entire amount of 
1882 ; the exports to England during 1803. 
are expected to exceed those of the former 
year by 100,000.000 francs. 

His understood that an arrangement has 
been made with Mexico by which she engages 
to pay France an annual indemnity of 1,100 
francs, (i'oO) per man for the nnny of occu- 
pation, and will also defray Iho cost ol the 
frigates for tho protection of the coast'. 

The f,reat question connected with France 
is tho question of the acceptance ot the Euro- 
pean powers of a congress to consider the 
complications connected with Pome, Venetia 
and Poland— most powers seem willing to 
accept tho principle upon a preliminary un 
derstdn'dihg; and it is reported- that Napoleon 
has requested the king of tho Belgians to 
draw up a programme to lav before the dif- 
ferent States.and it will bo perceivnd that no 
power will join such congress unless under 
the belief that they will not lose anything, 
but that they may gain some distinct advant- 
age, so each will (Russia, Prussia and Aus- 
tria) seek to limit its powers considerably. 

It appears from tho lastotiieial curtains' re- 
turns, that the losses sustained by French 
merchants ami mannfaofurera are much 
greater than imagined. The imports into 
France from the United States amounted in 
I860 to 393,000,000 francs, foil in 18,61 to 
93 500,000; and the exports in 1860, 
322.000,000 francs, foil to 100,000,000 frnncs 
in 18(11 ; the exports and imports in 1859 la 
Great Britain, 1,184,000,000 francs, rose in 
180'J to 1/100,000,000 francs. 

The differences between the king of Prus- 
sia and his subjects, seem to be gradually 
incroasing.and the relative positions are being 
bettor understood by tho people of Germany, 
who in ihoir quaint, loo quiet mariner have 
testified to their increasing disapprobation to , 
the Junker party. _ [ 

The interminable question of Sehswig- 
Ilolstein has entered ■ into a new phase on 
account of the claims of the Dukn of August- 
enberg. It is announced that toe Duko of 
Saxe Coburg, Grand Duko of . fax.: Weimar 
andJDukoof Moiningen— this Prince Trea- 
wuck who accepts and has already issued 
a proclamation, is not the first claimant to 
tho Duchies, ami ids father formally re- 
nounced his claim for bimielj and heirs. It 
must be understood that tho treaty ratifying 
the suouossion to the present Danish sover- 
ign was signed by Prussia and Austria tho 
two chiel members ol the I>iet. 

Tho Polish insurrection still continues 
despite the increasing inclemency ol' ihe 
season, which, robbing the insurgents of the 
shelter of the woods, renders them easy to 
diseej'cr and to disporsu. Udr papers are 
constantly filled willi a continuous list of 
atrocities committed upon all falling into the 
hands of the Russians. Numbers are sent to 
Siberia and confined in tho fortresses— war 
is waged upon women and children, and Iho 
most cruel oppression to all. However true 
these may bo, tho constantly recurring in- 
stances will certainly make a strong and bit- 
tor reeling against Jlnsajn aid Prussia, and 
one that will evcntualiy. by popular exeile- 
ment, render calm discussion of this subject 
in Parliament difficult'. Wo havo so con- 
Btautly repeated the cuckoo cry of " no war 
about Poland," but I sincerely believe that if 
we could but see our way practically to light 
those battles and lo assist the Poles without 
allowing our friends on the other side ot' the 
water to mako a cats-paw of us by doing so 
\vc should engage in it. 

The following item may ha interesting to 
you. Master tailors do not seem to flourish 
in your diggings : 

Biutisii Columbia— A Bin Look olt Fob 
Emk.uants.— A master tailor who had for- 
mally years been established in business in a 
populous and respectable metropolitan thor- 
oughfare, has sent home a letter describing 
his emigration experience. He concludes by 
saying: "The prospect of broken miners in 
Victoria or uny other place except tho mines 
i, I think, if possible, worse than hint winter, 
as the public works arc all finished. Indeed, 
I think tho prospects for such as myself are 
very had ; so bad. that if I can possibly 
manage' to gel to New Zealand I ahull go. 
You will, no doubt, say that lam wrong; 
but I cannot poesibly go to a wot.-o place 
than this at present, liritish Columbia may 
iocolnc a fine plucc ; but in waiting for thai 
Isuall bo starved out; so I am determined 
to go to Now Zealand, Smith America, or 
BO'"ic other place tin: first .opportunity that 
oe.-uvs, which, 1 am sorry to sny, does not 
ppoar likely at picsont. Tho mutes aro the 
only ctiaiicua man has in this country. To 



man must go about in the saloons, and got 
drunk six times a week for three months, 
and lb en ho may stand a chance. The !act 
is, there is not sufficient population to sup- 
port Victoria at any price. I think the place 
is rotten at the ooro." 

Tbo Crawley trial drags on, but tho case 
for the prosect.'ion has very nearly closed. 
Tho procedure is as absurd as over, but the 
ovideuce is decidedly in favor of the accused. 
It disposes, at all events, of the charge of 
outrage on Mrs. Lilley, tbo sentry having 
been always posted outside her room. Those 
who attacked Mr. Hughes us " impulsive," 
in asking that the public should not come to 
an impulsive'Jdecision, may yet havo cause to 
reconsider their somewhat premature verdict. 
Toe original and true grievance, the illegal 
arrest of Serjeant-Major Lilley without a 
eiiargc, is not, it mast he remembered, under 
trial. [By later advices wo learn that Ihe 
case for tho prosecution had closed, and the 
defence commenced.] 

Mr. W'yld is publishing a plan of Kagosi- 
riia, which shows that tho fire on the batteries 
did necessarily endanger the town. The fol- 
lowing extracts, however, from officers in tho 
fleet, published in the Japan Uonimtircial 
News, seem to indicate clearly a design of 
destoying ihe place : — "Shortly after this, 
most of the batteries having ceased firing, 
all the skips hauled oil except the Racehorse, 
which got ashore immediately under ono of 
their batteries, which, fortunately lor her was 
deserted ; the Argus and the Coquette went 
to her assistance, and continued firing on the 
town and battery to Iho left of it. The Kace- 
hotse Uoaled off abuut half-past live ; the 
Coquette and Havoc continued shelling tho 
town till dark. The town took fire shortly 
alter the engagement commenced, and, as a 
matler of course, burnt furiously. * * 
At half past two p. rn. tho floet weighed 
again, and proceeded under slow speed, com- 
menced shelling the batteries anil town as wo 
passed them at long ranges. Not more than 
twenty shots were fired from tho former, all 
of which fell harmless." 

The sudden rise in the ralo of discount at 
the Bank, which has gone up this week from 
C to S per cent., and is likely to rise to 10 al- 
most immediately, has created a good deal 
of theoretic interest amongst political ocou- 
oin is ts. 

The high valuo of money is beginning to 
tell upon the regular course of commercial 
operations, and although the business portion 
ot the community have some reason to com- 
plain, they must reflect that when they havo 
to pay -o dearly for advaiices.it is only owing 
t) the stringent policy of tbo Bank that thoy 
aro likely lo be able to obtain assistance on 
any terms at all. During the last two days, 
the applications for money at the Bank havo 
not been so large, but the prices still range 
from 8 to 9 per cent., and engagements urero 
rather numerous at tho hitler price. In tho 
open market lucre is a good enquiry, and al 
Hi. nigh the fooling was belter, tho chief oper- 
ations were concluded at per cent. The 
public at large manifest great confidcnce,and 
hence tho little disturbance occasioned by tho 
existing anomalous state of things. 

Ai a general meeting of the proprietors ol 
the Bank of Biitish North America on Tues- 
day, at their ollicos, No. 7. St. Helon's-pluce, 
Bisbopsgalc — Mr. Robert Carter in the chair 
■ — ihe report submitted to the shareholders 
staled that the business of the bank had in 
same degreo recovered from tho depression 
noticed at the last meeting, although it was 
still injuriously affected by the civil war in the 
Unile.l States. liy the failures which had 
recently occurred in Canada tho bank would 
sustain loss. The branches in Victoria and 
Vancouver had been satisfactory in their 
progress and the profits realized ; and alter 
providing for tho losses in llio Canadian fail- 
ures, the directors would be enabled to de- 
clare out of the estimated not profits of the 
year tho usual half-yearly dividend, at the 
rntOofO per cent, per annum, payable, freo 
of income tax, on and alter tho 5th January. 
The report was adopted, and Ihe dividend 
recommended by iho directors declared. The 
meeting was then made special, and Messrs. 
Henry Boggs and A. II. Philpotls were elected 
directors, i.i the room of Mr. II. Barnwall 
(deceased) and Mr. William Chapman, who 
had retired.

In this 
conllict we lak.t no part. On the contrary, we 
practice aasolute non-intervoniioti — nons 
interference. In oommatid of the frontier, 
will devolve on you, as far as practicable, 
consisteuly with your olher functions, tu 
prevent aid or supplies being given from the 
Unite' Slates to either belligerent, You 
wiii defend citizens pf tliu United .S|atco in 
Texas aguint any enfrpios, whether domestic 
or foreign. Nevertheless) you will nofentei 
any port in Mexico unless it be temporarily, 
and then clearly necessaiy for prpiootion 61 
your liven against nggreSBinn from l he Mexi- 
can border. You can asoiime no authority in 
Mexico to protoct citizens of the United 
States there, inuoli less redress their wrongs 
or injuries commitied against the United 
Stalls or its citizens, whether tbese wrongs 
or injuries were ppnisui.lt?(i 0I ' one side of ihe 
border ur the other. If our aonsula fiiui 
their positions unsafe on tbo Mexican side ol 
the border lot ihum lanve tbu country, rather 
than invoke lliu protection of your forces. 

" These directions result Irom the fixed 
determination nl thu 1'rcsidont lo avoid an 
departure from a lawful neutrality, and any 
unnecessary and unlawful enlargement ef the 
present field of war. At the SAIQ6 lime, you 
will bo rfxptctid lo otvjervV miiitsry und 
polilicai events no they occur in Mexico, and 
oommunicutu all that shall be important for 
this Government to understand concerning 
them."
